William Gibbs McAdoo, seeking Democratic endorse­ 


m ent for president in the convention of 1924, ran afoul 


of Gov. Al Smith and his Tammany cohorts, and went 


down to defeat, the result of that memorable conven­ 


tion being the nomination of an erstwhile dark horse, 


John W. Davis. 


T hat defeat has rankled Mr. McAdoo in the years 
ainee it was so adroitly put over. 
He has not forgot­ 


ten it. And his mind is made up to see that Gov. Smith 


does not receive the Democratic nomination in the im ­ 
pending Houston convention. 
There have been unmis­ 


takable signs to this effect in recent weeks. 
The por­ 
ten t is perfectly apparent now to everyone. 
Thomas J. Walsh, the distinguished Democratic sena- 
ator from Montana, has entered the ever-growing lists 


for endorsement at the Houston convention—-and he 
has become an avowed presidential candidate with tho 
complete support of Mr. McAdoo. 
Thus three months 
in advance of the convention, we have a situation not 
only promising a free-for-all within the Democratic party 
for the nomination, but a situation whfch Is quite apt to 
throw the Houston conference into precisely the identi­ 
cal impasse which hung the party on the rocks of discord 
at New York four years ago. 
The Walsh-Smith-McAdoo-Tammany argum ent has all 
of the ingredients necessary for a first class fight, and 
if the Houston convention doesn’t develop exactly into 
that kind of a fight, then political observers don’t know 
the kind of medicine to prescribe for a condition such as 
the Democrats face at the current writing. 
The outcome, at this early date, appears inevitable. 
Going on the assumption that Senator W alsh is an 
avowed candidate, In the fight to the finish, and de­ 
termined to make himself felt at the convention, it Is 
possible for political crystal gazers to fairly accurately 
describe the outcome at Houston. 
With the Smith and 
W alsh factions—the wets and 
the 
drys 
within 
the 
Democratic party—aligned 
against each other, 
there 
will be developed either another deadlock, such as was 
exhibited in 1924, or a candidate holding a balance of 
power which will make him a factor rating first class 
consideration. 
Can it be possible that Senator Jim Recd, the fire­ 
cracker from Missouri, sensed just such an impasse 
when he took to the stump through the west and south­ 
west in search of Democratic support? 
Can it be that 
Gilbert M. Hitchcock of Nebraska, a former Democratic 
leader in the senate, had in mind the germ of an idea 
that some such Impasse would result at Houston, and 
In the hope a convention of worn-out delegates would 
turn to him as the soothsayer, announced himself as a 
candidate? 
Activities within the Democratic party In the last 
week would seem to Indicate that some of the politicians 
have had their ears to the ground and had heard the 
rum blings of discord which Mr. McAdoo has been stir­ 
ring up here and there throughout the country. It would 
seem that these politically inclined gentlemen, sensing 
a repetition at Houston of the New York spectacle, where 
a certain Alabamian gained nation-wide notoriety by his 
chant, 
"Twenty-four votes for Oscar Underwood," have 
groomed them selves a dark horse or two and have en­ 
tered them In the national derby that ultimately will find 
two entrants waiting for the barrier to be sprung in the 
early days of next November. 
The lesson which the 1921 convention offered the 
Democrats has gone unlearned, it appears. 
The fac­ 
tions within the Democratic party have profited not 
by the debacle which overwhelmed 
them 
when 
Mr. 
Coolidge was elected by the greatest plurality ever ac­ 
corded a presidential nominee in the United States. Hav­ 
ing no issue worth while upon which to campaign, ex­ 
cept the issue of personal likes and dislikes, the Demo­ 
crats have refused to let bygones be bygones, and still 
are at each other’s throats. 
All of which is merely more water on the paddles of 
the Republican party. The bigger the split in the Demo­ 
cratic ranks, the less opposition the Republican nominee 
Is going to encounter when the big race is run. Let the 
Democratic gentlemen make jolly while they have the 
opportunity.

where has stirred up an argum ent or a controversy coll­ 
et ruing cove oysters, for new®papers in *1! part* of the 
country are receiving numerous inquiries from reader® 
who seek information regarding the delectable canned 
bivalve. 
The questions asked *io«t frequently are as to 
Just what a (fove oyster Is, and whether it is raw or 
cooked. 
O ysters were first canned at Baltimore In I'*20, and 
the expression “cove oyster," which now seems synony­ 
mous with canned oysters, was originally applied to the 
small oysters found In the coves on the west batik of 
Chesapeake bay between Baltimore and tin mouth of the 
Potomac river, says a memorandum of the bureau of 
fisheries of the departm ent of commerce. 
According to 
til®, all canned oysters are cove oysters. 
From unoffi­ 
cial sources the definition is derived that, rove oysters 
are small oysters, usually taken from coves In the ba?* 
along the Atlantic and tin* Gulf of Mexico, that are used 
for canning purposes. 
A few years ago there were fifteen oyster cannerl**® 
In Baltimore. 
Last year there were but t h r o - in Mary­ 
land, the government statem ent not setting forth whether 
they were located in the city of Baltimore. 
Tim total 
output for the United States of Cloned oysters In 1927 
was tho equivalent of 447,297 standard cases of four 
dozen 6*©unre cans, and of that quantify the Maryland 
canneries turned out less than 5 per cent or 20.472 cases. 
Mississippi led the industry with 17 canneries and an 
output of 229,801 caser, and South Carol’na came second 
with 14 canneries and an output of 11,922 cases. 
In al! there were 55 canneries In operation, 4 in North 
Carolina, 3 In Georgia. 3 In Florida, 4 in Alabama, 0 in 
louisiana, and I in Texas, In addition to those In th*1 
states a h < ady mentioned. 
The total production was 
valued at $2,307,949. 
As to the second question, it can be stated definitely 
that cove oysters—all canned oysters—are cooked. They 
are steamed while yet in tho shell and after they have 
been sealed in the cans t h e y are •‘processed" by being 
subjected again to steam at high tem perature. 
O yster canneries, like raw houses, explains the bureau 
of fisheries, are located on the w ater front, with a wharf 
at which the oysters are unloaded from the boats and 
dumped into cars IO to 12 feet long, made of iron strips, 
basket fashion. 
The cars are run into the factory and 
Into rectangular iron steam ers, which are often long 
enough to accommodate 3 cars at once. 
Steam I* passed 
through for from 3 to IO minutes, depending on the 
thickness of the shells. 
The cars are then pushed on out the other end of the 
steam er, and the steamed oysters are then opened direct­ 
ly from the cars by shuckers or openers standing along­ 
side. 
Each worker has a m tetal bucket which is sus­ 
pended by a hook to the Hide of the car, and which is 
perforated to perm it of the escape of excess liquor. 
W hen a worker's bucket is filled, it is taken to tho 
weighing window, the payment for this work being by 7 ” ” »” Y„ ...... i, 
. 
weight. 
Both men and women, and often children over*' 
( ‘ 
c‘ *' 
legal age, are employed at this task, 
In Alabama and 
Mississippi, it is stated, the w orkers are largely of The 
Slavic races, and in those states, also, the canning firms 
furnish living quarters for their laborers, wood and 
water often being included. 
After being weighed, the oysters arc washed two or 
three times with tap w ater or on tables and then carried 
to the packing table. 
The packing is usually done by 
women or girls who stand along the sides of the table. 
The packers at one end of the table fill the cans almost 
full, putting the oysters In with the hands. 
They then 
put the cans in a track or trough extending over the 
table, the bottom of which is an endless belt that moves 
the cans along until they a r ' stopped by a crossbar at 
the other end of the trough. One packer stands on each 
side of the table there. 
They rake the partially filled 
cans from the trough, one at a time, place them on the 
balances, and fill them up until the correct weight is 
reached.

You toss about 
in bed and wear out every particle of 
nervous energy you may have in your 
reserve supply. 
After such a night as this, you get 
up to find yourself unfit for the bur­ 
dens of the day. It is indeed true that 
a night of this sort is more weariug 
than a month of work. 
^ What are the causes of night wor­ 
ries? You may have rather a cheerful 
outlook on life In the daytime. Why 
should you dream, lose your self-con­ 
fidence, Imagine you have lost your 
hest friend and that you are going t.■> 
the poorhouse? What’s wrong with 
you, anyhow? 


You should go to bed to sleep. That 
is no place to rearrange your busi­ 
ness affairs or to make plans for the 
future. 
The bed and the bedroom 
should be arranged with reference to 
quiet, health promoting sleep. 
Ordinarily it is not difficult to find 
the reason for fitful sleep. If you 
are in the habit of sleeping poorly 
and waking up in the middle of the 
night to spend an hour or two in wor­ 
rying, make a survey of yourself and 
your surroundings.
